day by George F.' Harley, reg- 


ional engineer for the 
Federal 


Works Agency. 


B. W. Edwards of Hope, with a 


bid of $59,120, was awarded a con- 
tract to provide a water well, 


jponcretc ground storage 
tank, 


""pumps, and additions to the water 


distribution system. The project is 
estimated to cost $65,000 with the 
city of Hope receiving a federal 
grant of $45,000 and a loan of $20,- 


rooo. 
'. '• The contract for sewer improve- 


ments went to the Worth James 
Construction Company of Little 
Rock on a bid of $18,741, The con- 
tract provides for extensions and 
replacements of sewer lines. This 
njrojecl is being financed through 
a federal grant.

A battleship is something more 


than a row-boat. It is an intricate, 
floating 
machine-shop, requiring 


the best hot only of brains and 
brawn but of discipline. 


Convicts might man this "suicide 


battleship"—but there are certainly 
some swell openings for officers . . 


They would have to be a brave 


and skillful company on the bridge 
of that battle-wagon—with the Japs 
in front, and convicts below.

The military aspect—the streng- 


thening of Hitler's naval resources 
—has been stressed. It is important. 
But today, as Pierre Laval's re- 
surgency makes armed conflict be- 
tween Frenchmen and Americans 
appear imminent, we should like 
to indulge in a final splurge • of 
sentimentality. 


Of all the earth's peoples, until 


recently one would have said that 
the French were the last we should 
have to shoot, bomb and attempt to 
destroy in defense of fundamental 
democracy. 


Nowhere, we believed, did the 


love of liberty, equality and fra- 
ternity flourish more vigorously 
and 
even belligerently 
than 
in 


France. 


No nation had contributed so 


much to the establishment and 
preservation of democracy in the 
United Stales. 


Millions of youiife' Americans, now 


in the prime of life, foughl in and 
for France less than quarter of a 
century ago, and came home con- 
vinced that in all future world a- 
lignmcnts we and France would 
sUind side by side. 


Those who realized Ihe essential 


offensiveness of Germany thought 
of France as democracy's Mag- 
inot Line, which would hold un- 
til her democratic allies could come 
to the rescue. 


That, of course, is the key to the 


sad situation we face today. We 
counted too much upon that Mag- 
inot Line, literally and figurative- 
ly. When it broke—when the actual 
fortifications proved incapable of 
making up for the moral strength 
and national unity France had lost 
—the rest of us were caught un- 
prepared. 


So now we see our traditional 


friend and ally beaten, dismember- 
ed, ravished, forced at gun's point 
to become the military ally of her 
and our bitterest enemy. 


When and if Laval completes the 


sale of his country, even to the ex- 
tent of turning the French navy 
over to German crews and permit- 
ting the use of French naval bases 
by the Nazis, we shall have to

FORT SMITH — Rain fell gentle 


from leaden skies, dampening the 
great throng on Rogers and Gar- 
rison avenues. Big drops dripped 
from signs and buildings. No one 
paid any attention. An air of hush- 
ed expectancy 
hung 
over 
the 


crowds. It was April 6—Army Day 
—1942. 


Far down the avenue, a steel 


monster clattered into view, clank- 
ed its way past the first specta- 
tors, and thundered through the 
city. Another . . . and another . . . 
and another followed-—12 miles of 
mighty tanks, half-tracks, trucks 
and other armored vehicles—a tiny 
segment of the fighting might of 
Uncle Sam. 


For one minute Ihc great crowd 


remained silent, Ihen broke into 
cheers and excited conversation. 
After a lapse of over 70 years, Fort 
Smith had met the army again— 
and had taken it to its heart. 


When a site eight miles cast of 


town was chosen for Camp Chaf- 
fee, 
now the home of the Sixth 


Armored Division, the city was 
dubious. Would the soldiers com- 
pletely disrupt the normal life of 
the town? Would disorders be the 
order of the day? Would living 
costs go out of sight All in all, 
was it a good—or bad—thing for 
the town? 


Founded by the army and steep- 


ed in military tradition, the city 
had forgotten its heritage. 


All that is past now. The army 


came, thousands on thousands of 
khaki-clad youngsters, and the city 
quickly learned 
that they 
were 


just "our boys," hungry for friend 
ship and anxious to offer courtesy 
and considreat'ion in return. 


So the army and the city have 


met again—and the changes which 
have been brought about arc far- 
reaching and probably will be en- 
during.

Schaumburg, German commander 
in greater Paris area announced 
Wednesday that more than 15 per- 
sons have been shot in reprisal for 
recent Allied attack on German 
occupation forces in Nazi occupied 
capital. 


He warned that 35 more would be 


executed if the attackers were not 
found within a week. 


In addition to 15 persons listed 


as executed for attack on April 2 
and April 20 the announcement 
stated that a certain number of 
others were sent before a firing 
squad for killing a German sentry 
April 2. 


The reported also ordered that 


500 Communist Jews or persons re- 
sponsible through solidarity be de- 
ported to the east to carry out 
forced labor.

and metal of all kinds. Also we are 
told to buy defense stamps and 
bonds. That doesn't mean for some 
one else to do these things; it 
means you and it means me. It 
means to do them, not just talk 
about them. This can be done in- 
dividually or in groups. Get your 
club or your friends to collect these 
materials and turn them over to 
the proper authorities. Give prizes 
of defense stamps to stimulate in- 
terest. 
If every boy and girl in 


America would but one ten-cent or 
twenty-five-cent 
stamp 
a week, 


think what a help that would be in 
buying planes for our country, and 
think how proud each one of us 
would be in "winning a share of 
America." 


There is something else we can 


do, something that is our duty to 
do. That is to stop propaganda. 
Don't say anything and don't let 
anything be said that could in any 
way cause confusion in our coun- 
try. We all know that "in unity 
there is strength" and that "a 
house divided against itself cannot 
stand." 


We have a very big and a very 


serious job to do. It is necessary 
that each does his part.

Food Surplus 
to Be Frozen

WASHINGTON—You don't have 


to can food to save it. In fact, a 
good motto for wartime would be, 
"Don't can if you can pickle." And 
don't can if you can store, dry or 
freeze. 


The Government's Home Eco- 


nomics Bureau makes this recom- 
mendation because of the short- 
ages in sugar, tin cans, aluminum 
pressure cookers and family labor. 


"The food you grow in your Civ- 


lory Garden must be conserved," 
declare 
Agriculture Department 


nutritionists. 'If you can't do it by 
canning don't overlook other meth- 
ods which arc equally successful." 


Keep the Food Value In 
When you freeze brusscls sprouts, 


for instance, you not only keep the 
full quota of vitamins and minerals, 
but you preserve the original flavor 
as well. The same thing goes for 
apricots, berries, 
figs, 
peaches, 


plubms, prunes, rhubarb, aspara- 
gus, lima and string beans, broc- 
coli, corn, mushrooms, peas, spin- 
ach and peppers—all of which re- 
act very well to freezing. 


All you have to do is take the 


surplus food from your garden to 
one of the 3,500 frozen food locker 
plants operating throughout the 
country and have it processed and 
kept at the proper temperature un- 
til you want it for your dinner table. 


Your state agricultural college 


can tell you where such storage 
plants are and also instruct you 
on the proper freezing. 


Dehydration (drying) is a satis- 


factory and comparatively 
easy 


way of conserving food. Practically 
any gardener can dry his own ap- 
ples, apricots, pears, peaches, figs, 
corn, peas and beans. 


If you live in a dry climate you 


can do your drying right out under 
the sun. But if you expect show- 
ers, or the climate is humid, you 
have to use artificial heat. 


There are many different kinds of 


dryers, al lof which can be made 


at home if you arc clever with 
your hands. The Department of 
Agriculture Farmer's Bulletin No. 
984 gives complete instructions for 
making dryers as well as for pre- 
paring food for dehydration. (Ad- 
dress Superintendent of Documents, 
Washington, D. C.) 


No matter where you live, you 


can store such fresh vegetables as 
potatoes, carrots, beets, onions, tur- 
nips, 
cabbage, 
pumpkins, 
and 


squash, in a root house, store room, 
pit, trench, mound or cellar. 


Temperature Important 
However, you have to have just 


the right temperature and degree 


of humidity. Since storage conmff 
tions vary in different section^ il 
the country there are no fast riife 
which may be laid down here. '•:'^-jj 


When conserving food don't-fo^S 


get pickling. Siring beans, greeti)j 
tomatoes, beets, corn, cauliflower?-, 
peppers and onions may all bes 
brined in various solutions of salt* 
water.

before Dunkirk. 


There is reason to believe that 


the French public, as a whole, de- 
sires an Anglo-American victory so 
whole-heartedly that our bombing 
of even their beloved Paris does 
not arouse resentment, since it is 
an act of initiative against the 
Nazis. 


The French, as a race, have not 


changed in their love for demo- 
cracy.

ger a firmer handle. 


If you have a problem which you 


cannot solve, don't battle it too 
long alone. Could you consult a 
psychiatrist in private practice or 
in a clinic? He has most equip- 
ment and probably could make 
shortest shrift of the difficulty.

' ..... "i '••>•>» Consult a physician, the 
child's teacher, or a social worker. 
Often they can help because they 
frequently have excellent urjder- 
standing of children.
